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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of the inventive pouch in the reply filed on September 22, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 15-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on September 22, 2005. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first portion extending an entire 
width of the pouch as set forth in claim 4 and the second portion/end stop at spaced locations 
and/or both ends of the closure assembly as set forth in claims 3 and 14 must be shown or the 
features canceled from the claims. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
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application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 3 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The specification sets forth at least one flange (64,66) secured to the pouch, 
the flange having two free ends (74,76). The end stops (56a, 58a) are created when then free 
ends of the flange(s) are deflected into engagement with the pouch. Thus, there cannot be two 
second portions or two end stops as set forth in the claims. Wherein the second ends of the 
flange form the end stops when deflected into engagement with the pouch, it is suggested the 
claims be amended to clearly set forth the structure disclosed in the specification and the 
drawings. 

5. Claims 3 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear in claim 3 how "the second portion of the flange is spaced from the closure 
assembly at locations away from the end stop" when only one location has been set forth and 
the second portion of the flange is part of the end stop itself. 
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The end stop is the free end of the flange deflected into engagement with the pouch. 
Thus, it is unclear how two end stops are claimed and only one first portion (and one second 
portion) of the end stop is set forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Savicki, Sr. (US 
6,431,754). 

Savicki teaches a pouch B having a stop end 134 for engagement with a closure slider 
132. The stop end has first portion secured to the bag and a second end 176, 182 deflectable 
to interfere with movement of the slider. See column 4, lines 50-67. 

8. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Terada et al. (US 
5,081,855). 

Pouch B has a closure and slider S and a stop end 16 having a first portion 11 secured 
to the pouch and a second portion 24 deflected into secure engagement with the pouch and 
adapted to interfere with movement of the slider. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 2,5-8,10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claims 3 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

12. Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
